Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicants arguments are not persuasive. 
For example, in regards to claim 1, the Applicant argues, "the thread switching logic 112 does not detect the long-latency event, it merely 
responds to a L2-miss signal. In other words, whatever logic the thread switching logic 1 12 has, it lacks the logic to detect the event. 
Instead, it appears that the logic of the thread switching logic 112 is devoted to decoding the next thread." However, Parady does in fact 
teach the "detection" of a long-latency event. Because a long-latency event only occurs when there is a L2-miss, and subsequently, an 
L2-miss signal, the thread switching logic detects when there is an L2-miss by detecting when the L2-miss signal is raised, and can then 
switch threads to absorb the long latency created by such a cache miss. Thus, Parady has taught the detection of a long-latency event. 
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
